WASHINGTON (AP) - Jor- 
dan’* embattied King Hussean 
arrrved for talks wath President 
Nixon today , expressing fear

“If no solution is found I th ink

too di.stant future is very real.” 
Hossein said Monday as h e ar­ 
rived in New York en route to 
talks with Nixon today . 
Th e 34-y ear-ofd monarch wh o 
h as stewed h is wracked nation 
th rough 16 y ears of war and 
peril said be welcomed Big 
Four efforts to settle Midea.st 
tensions and said h e h oped tibey 
are successful.

Rogers made no meiuson of 
a ^ Arab countries directly , but 
h is remarks were oonsidw*ed a 
stiff rebuke to th e Arab posi­ 
tion. 
Hussetn is one of th e most 
flexible and pro-Western of th e 
Arab leader.s.

N ineteen recom m endations for solving E ast L iver­ 
pool’s sch ool problem s — including revision of ath ­ 
letic policies and strength ening adm inistrative auth or­ 
ity — w ere subm itted today to sch ool and com m unity 
leaders. 
Th e report of th e Professional R igh ts and Respon­ 
sibilities Commission of th e Oh io E ducation Associa­ 
tion was delivered to Supt. P aul B lair and oth ers early 
th is m orning. 
Th e findings and recom m endations w ere based on 
a 4-day investigation conducted Feb. 25-28 in w h ich 
m ore th an 9 0 teach ers, adm inistrators and oth ers w ere 
interview ed. 
It m arked th e th ird probe into sch ool dissension 
and oth er problem s in th e past y ear. 


AMONG THE more important recommendations of th e PRR 
report is th at th e board of education remain completely out n( 
th e administrative field, th at th e superintendent as.sume full 
leadersh ip, th at th e combined post of ah ietic director and coach 
be eliminated and th at th e community support th e financing 
<rf sch ool <^>erations. 
Th e report also criticized some of th e organization structure 
of th e East Liverpool Teach ers Association and deplored “h asty 
actiwis” of some members, such as th e failure of some instruc­ 
tors to report to wwk Nov. 22. 
'Th e cfflmmunity was urged to approve th e two proposed 
levy renewals in th e May primary , and to evaluate board mem­ 
bers and to elect members next fall wh o would meet th e needs 
of th e district. 
Th e reported “antagonism among certified sch ool personnel, 
th e administrative h eads, th e sch ool board and students” erupt­ 
ed into an open break last fall as a result of disagreenents be­ 
tween R(rf>ert McNea, ath letic director and football coach , and 
Clinton McConnell, basketball coach and presidmt of th e ELTA. 
Th e board requeued an advisory ^udy by tiie Oh io educa­ 
tion groups in November, and a report filed by th at team, h ead­ 
ed by Harold Sebold, made seven recommendations, a number 
of wh ich were accepted. Separation of th e ath letic director-ooach 
post was not, h owever.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Se- 
cret contacts with Communist 
negotiators reportedly h ave pro­ 
duced little or no real progress 
toward ending th e Vietnam war 
despite some recent optimistic 
reports tram U.S. 
Some Wgh adminfetration au­ 
th orities say privately th ey be­ 
lieve th at North Vietnam and 
th e Viet Coi^ .still are convinced 
th ey will win th e war in South 
Vietnam if th ey figh t on long 
enough . Th ese auth orities con- 
cluite th at enemy leaders are 
th erefore not y et seriously inter­ 
ested in a compromi.se settle­ 
ment. 
On th e contrary , according to 
th is view, th ey want to keep 
public pressure on President 
Nixon to bring th e cofrflict to a 
dose on th eir terms. 
Secretary of State Wih iam P. 
Rogers told a news conference 
Monday th e pre.sence of enemy 
interest in a negotiated” settle- 
negotiators in Paris, taken to­ 
geth er with “indirect reports we 
h ave received” indicate “s(» ne 
ment on th eir part. 
“Wh eth er th is is being done 
just to mislead us or not,” h e 
said, “th ere is no way of know- 
unrtil we proceed a little fur­ 
th er down th e road.” 
In Paris, South Vietnamese 
Vice President Nguy en Kao Ky 
said flatly “Th e enemy at th e 
t r ^ n t time is not ready for se­ 
rious talks.” 


Rogers’ comment, suggesting 
deep uncertainty about Cwnmu- 
nist intentions, appeared to b« 
in line with word from oth er in- 
fermants h ere th at th e United 
States and South Vietnam h ave 
encountered 
h ard 
going 
in 
try ing to set up regular secret 
negotiations on toe basic issues 
of with drawal of troops by both 
sides and a politkal settlement 
m South Vietnam. 
Rogers struck two optimi.stic 
notes Monday ait h is first regu­ 
lar news oonferenc» since h e 
ttx^ office in J^uary , 
In response to a question on 
with drawal of troops, h e said “I 
would certainly h ope th at th ere 
would be some ch ance of mu­ 
tual with drawal of troops th is 
y ear.” 
He would not iaik ab<Hii with ­ 
drawal of U.S. troops alone, in 
th e absence of similar action by 
North Vietnam, except to say 
th at “We are considering ail 
possibilities.” 
On anoth er question Rogers 
said th e Nixon admiju^tration 
does “h are a plan wh ich we 
ch ink is a fair and reasonable 
one for ending th is conflict . . . 
and th e President is spending a 
gn ^t deal of time and th ough t 
and effort in bnnging th is war 
to a peaceful conclusion.” 
“And I h ave every h ope.” h e 
said, “th at it will eventually re­ 
sult in a successful peace.”

Arrives For Talks With Nixon 
Hussein Expresses Fear 
Of New Middle East War 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jor­ 
dan’s embattled King Hussein 
arrived for talks with President 
Nixon today, expressing fear 
that another major war threa­ 
tens in the Middle East with the 
’‘possibility of outside involve* 
went.” 
“If no solution is found I think 
the danger of another major 
conflict in the area in the not 
too distant future is very real,” 
Hossem said Monday as he ar­ 
rived in New York en route to 
talks with Nixon today. 
The 34-year-old monarch who 
has steered his wracked nation 
through 16 years of war and 
peril said he welcomed Big 
Four efforts to settle Mideast 
tensions and said he hoped they 
are successful. 
But within hours after making 
his comments, 
guns 
blazed 
across 
the 
Jordanian-Israeli 
border and 13 people were 
wounded in another of the al­ 
most continuous duels that keep 
the region’s tempers at white 
beat. 
In the latest attack, the Israe­ 
li army said rockets were fired 
from the Jordanian pout of Aqa­ 


ba into the Israeli resort of Ei­ 
lat and thai the “Israeli air 
force attacked the sources of 
fire and silenced them ” 
Israel retaliated with air at­ 
tacks against Aqaba. 
In another important develop­ 
ment Monday Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers declared at a 
news conference that “Israel 
. . . has a right to exist.” 
Rogers made no mention of 
any Arab countries directly, but 
his remarks were considered a 
stiff rebuke to the Arab posi­ 
tion. 
Hussein is one of the most 
flexible and pro-Western of the 
Arab leaders. But he rules a 
land shorn of its richest prov­ 
ince and overcrowded with refu­ 
gees which has become a main 
base for Palestinian guerrillas 
waging hit-and-run war against 
Israel. 
In advance of his meeting 
with Nixon, Hussein said he did 
not have a plan for peace but 
said “I do believe I have some 
good thoughts to put forth.”

School Report Urges 
Changes In Policies 


Citizens Asked 
To OK 2 Levies 


Nineteen recommendations for solving East Liver­ 
pool’s school problems — including revision of ath­ 
letic policies and strengthening adm inistrative author­ 
ity — were submitted today to school and community 
leaders. 
The report of the Professional Rights and Respon­ 
sibilities Commission of the Ohio Education Associa­ 
tion was delivered to Supt. Paul Blair and others early 
this morning. 
The findings and recommendations were based on 
a 4-day investigation conducted Feb. 25-28 in which 
more than 90 teachers, adm inistrators and others were 
interviewed. 
It marked the third probe into school dissension 
and other problems in the past year. 


AMONG THE more important recommendations of the PRK 
report is that the board of education remain completely out of 
the administrative field, that the superintendent assume full 
leadership, that the combined post of ahletic director and coach 
be eliminated and that the community support the financing 
of school operations. 
The report also criticized some of toe organization structure 
of the East Liverpool Teachers Association and deplored “hasty 
actions” of some members, such as the failure of some instruc­ 
tors to report to work Nov. 22. 
The community was urged to approve the two proposed 
levy renewals in the May primary, and to evaluate board mem­ 
bers and to elect members next fall who would meet the needs 
of the district. 
The reported “antagonism among certified school personnel, 
the administrative heads, the school board and students” erupt­ 
ed into an open break last fall as a result of disagreements be­ 
tween Robert McNea, athletic director and football coach, and 
Clinton McConnell, basketball coach and president of the ELTA, 
W The board requested an advisory study by the Ohio educa­ 
tion groups in November, and a report filed by that team, head­ 
ed by Harold Sebold, made seven recommendations, a number 
of which were accepted. Separation of the athletic director-coach 
post was not, however. 


THE ELTA meanwhile asked the Ohio Education Association 
for an investigation, and the eight-member team headed by Wil­ 
liam Quinn of Canton visited here in February.

Doctors Wait 
Full Use Of 
Paul’s Kidney 


Some complications have de­ 
veloped in the functions of Paul 
McCraw’s new kidney trans­ 
plant, but physicians at Chil­ 
dren’s Hospital at Pittsburgh re­ 
main uncertain of the extent. 
Paul, 9-year-old E a s t End 
youngster who received the kid­ 
ney of a 9-year-old girl Thurs­ 
day, remains in “satisfactory” 
condition however. 
The new kidney was placed in 
Paul’s stomach, according to 
Mrs. James McCraw, his moth­ 
er, who said both of the boy’s 
damaged kidneys were remov­ 
ed in the three-hour operation 
at the hospital. 
The youth’s new kidney is not 
discharging wastes to toe ex­ 
tent which had been anticipated, 
but this might be attributed to 
the mechanical blood flushing 
process which Paul underwent 
over the weekend. 
Another dialysis— or blood- 
cleansing procedure on an antii- 
ificial kidney machine —• was 
scheduled today to ease the de­ 
mands upon the new kidney, 
Mrs. McCraw said. 
Paul remains alert and talka­ 
tive with his parents in the ster­ 
ile room in the intensive care 
unit, according to his mother. 
The parents wear sterile masks 
and gowns to visit him when 
the doctors and nurses are not 
busy at his bedside. 
However, the boy is uncom­ 
fortable with the pain from the 
surgery, Mrs. McCraw added. 
He is being fed intravenously. 
There are no drainage tubes 
into the incision which w a s 
made from his 
breastbone to 
the stomach area. A nose tube 
and a catheter have been re­ 
moved, she added. 
Mrs. McCraw said the use of 
a new kidney and removal of 
the two afflicted kidneys marks 
a first in this type of trans­ 
plant operation with the disease 
from which he is suffering.

MEMPHIS (AP) - James

Toward Ending War 
Progress Claims 
In Talks Doubted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Se­ 
cret contacts with Communist 
negotiators reportedly have pro­ 
duced little or no real progress 
toward ending the Vietnam war 
despite some recent optimistic 
reports from U.S. officials. 
Some high administration au­ 
thorities say privately they be­ 
lieve that North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong still are convinced 
they will win the war in South 
Vietnam if they fight on long 
enough. These authorities con­ 
clude that enemy leaders are 
therefore not yet seriously inter­ 
ested in a compromise settle­ 
ment. 
On the contrary, according to 
this view, they want to keep 
public pressure on President 
Nixon to bring the conflict to a 
close on their terms. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers told a news conference 
Monday the presence of enemy 
interest in a negotiated” settle- 
negotiators in Paris, taken to­ 
gether with “indirect reports we 
have received” indicate “some 
ment an their part. 
“Whether tins is being done 
just to mislead us or not,” he 
said, “there is no way of know- 
uritil we proceed a little fur­ 
ther down the road.” 
In Paris, South Vietnamese 
Vice President Nguyen Kao Ky 
said flatly “The enemy at the 
present time is not ready for se­ 
rious talks.” 


Rogers’ comment, suggesting 
deep uncertainty about Commu­ 
nist intentions, appeared to be 
in line with word from other in­ 
formants here that the United 
States and South Vietnam have 
encountered 
hard 
going 
in 
trying to set up regular secret 
negotiations on the basic issues 
of withdrawal of troops by both 
sides and a political settlement 
in South Vietnam. 
Rogers struck two optimistic 
notes Monday aft his first regu­ 
lar news conference since he 
took office in January. 
In response to a question on 
withdrawal of troops, he said “I 
would certainly hope that there 
would be some chance of mu­ 
tual withdrawal of troops this 
year.” 
He would not talk about with­ 
drawal of U.S. troops alone, in 
the absence of similar action by 
North Vietnam, except to say 
that “We are considering all 
possibilities.” 
On another question Roger* 
said the Nixon administration 
does “have a plan which we 
chink is a fair and reasonable 
one for ending this conflict . . . 
and the President is spending a 
great deal of time Mid thought 
and effort in bringing this war 
to a peaceful conclusion.” 
“And I have every hope,” he 
said. “that it will eventually re­ 
sult in a successful peace.”

John W. Gardner, head of the Urban Coali­ 
tion, is an outspoken critic of the status quo hut 
his words do not tickle the fancy of the young 
radicals who are at the forefront of the nation’s 
revolutionary movement!. 
Mr. Gardner, former secretary of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare, said at Harvard a few 
days ago: “We must ask people to participate 
in the larger purposes of their community and 
we must design tile community so that such 
participation is possible.” 


THE STATEMENT was in reference to rede­ 
signing large public and private organizations 
that alienate individuals. 
Radicals would agree to that but they quickly 
part company with Mr. Gardner when he says 
that a mandate for change is not an anything- 
go^s license. 
He says customs, behavior and aesthetic ex: 
pressruns of man fall into basic patterns that 
are subject to revision but “are not to be thrust 
aside bv the slovenly, nor s e n s e l e s s l y 
smashed.” 
He warns there is great risk in brushing 
aside all rules, manners and standards of con­ 
duct and taste in pursuing revolutionary goals. 
His pointed observation is that the price of 
chaos is usually a period of iron rule. 
Mr. Gardner attacks an ideology that is 
summed up in these forms: “Be vicious for vir­ 
tue/’ and “ Rage and hate in a good cause.” 
Additional warning comes from Mr. Gardner 
for those who say that change comes only from 
disruption whether it is in the slums or on the 
college campuses. He cites the fact that viol­ 
ence also breeds backlash, repression, lasting 
hatreds and withdrawal.

MR. GARDNER’S standing in the liberal 
violence-leaning liberals to task for ideological 
shortcomings:

Prayer Issue Crops Up Again 


The back-to-the Bible movement in Pennsyl­ 
vania undoubtedly will put the school-prayer 
and classroom scripture-reading issue back in 
the courts. 
In accordance with a school board resolution 
adopted two months ago, teachers in Clairton 
schools are conducting daily Bihle-reading and 
prayer sessions. 
The small community of Phillipsburg, located 
- near Pennsylvania State University, quickly fol­ 
lowed Clairton’* lead. 


LAST WEEK the Albert Gallatin School 
Board adopted a policy .similar to that of Clair­ 
ton. According to spokesmen in the western 
Pennsylvania area where public agitation is 
forcing the issue, action is expected by other 
boards. 
Perhaps it is a good thing the issue is head­ 
ing back into the courts. There are two widely 
held interpretations of the 1963 Supreme Court 
ruling that prescribed religious proceedings of 
any kind in public schools are unconstitutional. 
One view holds the ruling means there can be 
no Bible reading or praying in public schools. 
The people of this opinion are the ones demand­ 
ing that school boards reinstate prescribed de­ 
votional programs. 
On the other hand, a great many people feel 
the Supreme Court decision did not rule out 
prayers in schools but said religious proceed­ 
ings cannot be dictated. The court held that 
prescribed exercises by any agency of the gov­ 
ernment violates the First Amendment's prohi­ 
bition against “an establishment of religion.” 


Maybe another court round will clarify' the 
high court’s position that its ruling is protective 
in that it will not allow a particular religion to 
be forced upon public school students. 
Religious observances have not been expelled 
from the classroom but the court makes it 
clear they cannot constitutionally be forced 
upon unwilling students. 
Many schools have continued to follow former 
practices of classroom devotions every school 
day since the Supreme Court ruling in 1963. 
They are not in violation (rf the ruling because 
no agency of the government has told them how 
and when to conduct ihe exercises. 
Word from Pennsylvania is the hack-to-the-Bi- 
ble movement has grown out of public anger 
over the youth rebellion, growing crime and a 
generally permissive society. 


PEOPLE WHO believe a meaningful religious 
experience can be constructed from a brief, 
force-fed exercise each school day are footing 
themselves. 
Parents seeking to establish a religious foun­ 
dation for their children do not need to depend 
on schoolteachers. Family prayers and devo­ 
tions in the home, supplementary by regular 
church worship make the school issue irrele­ 
vant. 
The choosing of one’s religion-- or the rejec­ 
tion of religion— is a matter of individual 
choice and the Supreme Court seeks to keep it 
that way.

ers do not talk to each oth­ 
er. 
R. E. McDonald of New 
Orleans found this out the 
hard way. He had a slight 
problem with his American 
Express Club credit card 
account. The computer at 
American Express insisted 
that Mr. McDonald owed it $183 for an air­ 
plane flight that he had never taken. Mr. 
McDonald had proof he had canceled his 
flight and had transmitted this proof to the 
computer. 
The computer refused to acknowledge Mr. 
McDonald’s affidavit and kept writing to de­ 
mand its money. Each lefter was more 
threatening than the previous one and Mr. 
McDonald realized he was dealing with a 
real up-tight computer. 


SO HE WROTE A LETTER to a Mr. Moi- 
loy who was listed as a customer service 
supervisor UH computers have men’s names 
so people will think they're dealing with hu­ 
man beings). This computer refused to an­ 
swer McDonald s mail, though the dunning 
com puter was working overtime with its tot­ 
ters of warnings and threats. 
So McDonald decided to write to Howard

Express Co. He also enclosed the entire file. 
Mr. Clark obviously can't answer letters 
personally, so McDonald heard from his ad­ 
m inistrative assistant, R. C.

BILSBOROUGH SAID it was hinting over 
the file to the senior vice president and gen­ 
eral manager of the credit card division 
who, in turn, referred It to its administrative 
assistant, a computer named Smith.

McDonald had already sent to the first com­ 
puter. It also indicated that McDonald should 
ignore any further totters from the dunning 
com putter until the matter was settled 
But this was easier said than done. The 
up-tight computer wrote another nasty letter 
to McDonald saying it was washing its hands 
of the matter and turning it over to a collec­ 
tion agency. The computer whose name was 
Grayson said it was giving McDonald one 
last chance to pay up.

ble ‘growing pains’ that seem bound to 
plague most expanding organizations—won’t 
you please reconsider your decision?” 
McDonald wrote back that he was de­ 
ceased and had willed his money to science 
to develop a way of transplanting a human 
heart into a cold computer.

(Pass The Salt, Pleaser 
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The Anti-Pup Pill 


Editorial R esearch Report 


LONDON—The Pill has come to Britain with 
a wallop. With an estimated 1.25 million. Eng­ 
lish women now regularly taking contraceptive 
pills, the pharmaceutical laboratories feel that 
sales must not be allowed to lag. One firm, 
Glaxo Laboratories, is taking advantage of the 
currently receptive climate to introduce a birth 
control pill for dogs. 
“ At the first sign of a bitch coming into sea­ 
son,” a company spokesman told the London 
Times, “an eight-day course of tablets should 
he given.” This, claim the vets, will also alle­ 
viate the nuisance caused by visiting dogs and 
will effectively overcome the “often distressing 
and inconvenient problem (rf heat.” 


SUCH TABLETS, if regularly administered, 
will totally prevent a dog from conceiving The 
“ stop-the-pup” pill contains a synthetic hor­ 
mone similar to the one used in contraceptive 
pills for human beings. 
But it will not be sold over the counter Medi­ 
cal research workers explain that the dosage 
must be precisely assessed by a veterinary sur­ 
geon. 
'Die Royal Society for the Prevention of Cru­ 
elty to Animals has for a long time advocated 
the neutering of animals, including dogs, to cut 
down the number of unwanted litters. Ovarid, H 
is through, could prevent the now widespread 
practice of drowning thousands of unwanted 
puppies and it could drastically reduce Britain’s 
licensed dog population of about 4 million. 
The effects of the pill will also change the 
popular attitude towards dogs, claim the editors 
of London's Dog World. More people will own 
bitches in preference to male dogs. 
Lord Kennet, the parliamentary secretary to 
the Minstry of Housing, cautioned in the House 
government to give advice to pet owners,” he 
personally felt that “ the safest method of 
achieving the desired end is to keep the bitch 
or cat indoors when it is in season.” 
Such solicitude is appreciated in a nation 
where a dog is not only man’s best friend but 
sometimes is the 
aloof Englishman’s 
only 
friend. 
The pharmaceutical laboratories also are un­ 
dertaking further research into pills for (tiber 
animals, including cats. Apparently no one is 
objecting. Rev. John MacDonald, a Catholic 
spokesman, said the Catholic Church approved 
restricting the numbers of dogs and cats if this 
would avoid unnecessary cruelty. 
Meanwhile, tests are reported progressing sa­ 
tisfactorily on an efficient contraceptive pill for 
human males. Experimenting on rats, doctors 
at a Manchester hospital said that the early 
studies of this male pill did not reveal any ob­ 
vious side effects—such as the impairment of 
sexual desire. 


THE SEARCH FOR the male pill could lead 
to a second revolution in the field of birth con­ 
trol. Dr. Timothy Glover, a reproductive biolo­ 
gist at Liverpool University, recently received a 
$150,600 grant from the Ford Foundation to 


study male fertility. He is confident that an oral 
contraceptive can be successfully developed for 
men. 
The male pill could bring another windfall to 
the pharmaceutical companies. But the boom in 
pills hardly would stop there. Mary Quant, the 
English designer who helped shape “ swinging 
London.” now proposes the “ Beauty Pill ” 
Miss Quant says you would take one at night 
so that when you wake up in the morning “your 
complexion would be the color you desire, your 
lips would be glowing, and your eyelashes a 
millimeter longer.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
state will not press for the death 
penalty for Sirhan Bishara Sir­ 
han, the assassin of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy—but will suggest it 
would be appropriate. 
“We won’t, in so many words, 
say to the jury ‘bring in the 
death penalty,’” said Lynn D. 
Compton, chief deputy district 
attorney. “It’s rarely productive 
in our opinion to stand up and 
insist or demand that a jury re­ 
turn a cert °in verdict in this 
kind of case. 
“We’re going to suggest to 
them that it would be an ap­ 
propriate penalty if they think 
so Mid leave it wide open to 
their discretion.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The 
Ohio Legislature faced today a 
hassle over a bill aimed at 
eliminating so called “pork bar­ 
rel politics” in federal job train­ 
ing programs. 
The bill, awaiting legislators 
returning from 
an 
extended 
Blaster weekend, is to be intro­ 
duced in the Ohio Senate some­ 
time this week. 
It would allow the state to 
combine all federal manpower 
training programs under the 
control of the state Department 
of Education. 
‘We have five different fed­ 
eral agencies competing with 
each other on job training pro­ 
grams,” said Sen. Ralph Regu- 
la. R-29 Navarre, sponsor of the 
bill. 
‘It is nothing but pork barrel 
politics,” he added. 
Regula’s bill would pool all 
federal, state and private fi­ 
nancial 
contributions 
into 
a 
manpower training fund. Regu- 
la said passage of his bill to 
consolidate the five programs 
would be “a first step.” 
“Once we have the machinery 
set up, we would go to the fed­ 
eral government and ask for a 
block grant to run job training 
program,” he said. “I feel the 
Nixon administration would be 
receptive to the idea.” 
If the bill is passed, the De­ 
partment of Education would 
designate a local unit to over­ 
see all manpower training pro­ 
grams in each county. Half of 
the federal funds would be dis­ 
tributed to the county units. 
The bill also would provide 
$2 million in state funds for job 
training. 
Regula charged there is “hor­ 
rible waste and duplication”' in 
the existing federal programs 
operating in Ohio. He said the 
urograms are costly partially 
because new equipment is pur­ 
chased and office and training 
space is rented.

“I’m not talking about inden­ 
tions.” Laird said, “but about 
capability.” 
Sens. Richard B. Russell. D- 
Ga., a top Senate authority on 
military matters, and Sen. Hen­ 
ry M. Jackson, D-Wash., who 
turned down Nixon’s offer of the 
defense 
secretaryship, 
both 
have cited the SS9 as a prime 
reason for installing the anti­ 
missile system.

States has no multiple-warhead 
missile in its arsenal. Russell 
said this country is working to­ 
ward development of such a 
weapon. 
While McGovern conceded the 
SS9 might be capable of a first 


strike designed to wipe out U. S.

ministration officials are “cu­ 
riously silent” about the retalia­ 
tory power (rf U.S.

equipped submarines. 
“It’s only in the last couple of 
weeks that they have been talk­ 
ing about this first strike threat 
to justify Safeguard.” he said.

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From Local Government* 
Call Goes Out For Money

COLUMBUS, Of®) - In 1934, 
Kith the nation in the depth* of 
the depression, die state estab­ 
lished the local government 
fund to aid financially disabled 
cities, counties and township®. 
Now, 35 years later, cities 
faced with eroded tax bases, 
rising crime and inner city con­ 
flicts — and counties and town­ 
ships confronted with burgeon­ 
ing populations — are seeking a 
bigger slice of the state sales 
tax IMC — one source of local 
government fund money. 
A Bigger Slice 
The three classes of local po­ 
litical subdivision could get that 
bigger slice if any of several 
pieces of legislation offered in 
the Ohio General Assembly are 
approved. 
At the same time several leg­ 
islators are attempting to get 
more money for die local gov­ 
ernments — primarily the cities 
— a dose look is being taken at 
the county budget commission, 
the three-man panel in each 
county charged with distribut­ 
ing the local government funds. 
Some of the legislation, such 
as offered by State Sen. Charles 
J. Carney, D-Youngstown, and 
State Rep Wilham E. Htoig, 
D-New Philadelphia, m e r e l y 
would i n c r e a s e the amount 
made available from the state 
sales tax. 
Mandate Proposed 
Others, like a bill introduced 
by State Sen. Harry L. Arm 
strong. R-Logan, would permit 
political subdivisions wi t h i n 
Mich county to mandate a for­ 
mula for budget commissions to 
follow in determining alloca­ 
tions 
State Sen. Michael J. Malo­ 
ney, R-Ctocinnati, would use 
both methods in a biH that has 
traveled further along the legis­ 
lative trail than any other deal­ 
ing with the local government 
issue. 
And one bill, sponsored by 
State Sen. Ronald M. Mott!. D- 
Parma, would allocate the local 
government funds on the basis 
of population rather than “rela­ 
tive need,” presently the chief 
determining factor 
Two-Fold Problem 
The problem, then, is two­ 
fold. 
1. The present allocation to 
local government funds is set at 
a flat $24 milker a year, an 
I amount established in 1957 and 
unchanged in 12 years. 
2. In view of contradictory 
court decisions, establishment 
of relative need as the basis for 
distribution of funds within the 
county — and failure of the leg­ 
islature to define or provide 
g u i d e l i n e s for determining 
“need” — have placed budget 
commissions in untenable pow 
(ions. 
The commissions are com­ 
prised of the county auditor, 
treasurer and prosecutor. 
‘la the Dark' 
“Budget commissions have 
been operating almost to the 
dark and areprevented 
from 
m a k i n g equitable allocations 
because die law is vague and 
court decisions are impossible 
to implement,” Maloney said. 
'Hie fact that political subdi­ 
visions have not shared in the 
growth of the state sales tax is 
demonstrated by the fact that 
in 1957 the $24 million allocation 
amounted to 11.3 per cent of the 
total sates tax collections. 
By 1965, that $24 million had 
slipped to 7.7 per cent of the to­ 
tal. 
Three years later 
the 
amount figures out at 5 per 
cent of the total $481 million 
collected to sates tax. 
Sales Tax Take Up 
According to State Treasurer 
John D. Herbert, the sales tax 
will produce $509 million this 


year, 
and that $24 million 
shrinks to 4 per cent 
The Ohio Municipal League, 
the cities' voice to Columbus, is 
backing Hinig's proposal that 
simply would make IO per cent 
of tile sate tax collections 
available for local government 
funds, and Armstrong’s bill that 
would allow subdivisions within 
each county to deckle for the 
budget commission what fac­ 
tors should be counted when de­ 
termining need. 
Alternative Formula 
Under Armstrongs bill, an 
alternative formula would be 
used by tile budget commission 
when the county commiswkm- 
the council of the largest 
city7 in the county and a majori­ 
ty of the councils of other cities 
and township trustees agreed 
on what it should be. 
Among items the legislative 
bodies could use in determining 
the basis for need would be 
peculation, tax duplicates, size 
of police and fire departments, 
tax resources, amount of sub­ 
dued housing, average an­ 
mia! Income and crime rates. 
Reflecting Conditions 
The strength of the Arm 
strong bill. the Mu n i c i p a l 
League believes, is that it a1 
lows legislative bodies rn each 
county to determine those fac­ 
tors which best reflect local 
conditions. 
Maloney’s bill, which coils for 
annual increases to the local 
government fund, sets forth IO 
mandatory items budget com­ 
missions would have to imple­ 
ment to determining alloca­ 
tions. 
Among those are per capita 
taxable valuation, taxes within 
the logroll limitation, balances 
in subdivisions’ general and 
special funds, past general fund 
expenditures, other anticipated 
revenues, population changes 
annexation,

of self-help demonstrated by 
voted levies outside the 10-miM 
limitation for general fund pur­ 
poses 
Would Increase Funds 
Maloney, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Oommdttee, 
said the local government fund 
would be increased annually to 
his bdl by providing that 5 per 
cent of the annua! growth in the 
nates tax be ttUooated to the 
fund. 
He estimates that toe current 
$24 million allocation would be 
increased nearly 50 per awk to 
the first three years. 
The fund would receive $6 5 
million toe first year, $3.2 mil­ 
lion the second and $2 million 
toe third, bringing the total to 
about $34 million. In addition, 
the $24 million would become 
tile maximum, not the mini- 
1, which would be allocated 
to the fund. 
Deals With Increases

Lawsuits challenging the bud- 
g e t commission’s allocations 
are invariably upheld to the 
courts, arace so many needs 
have to be considered, ifs easy 
to prove toe commission over­ 
stepped its discretion to deter­ 
mining the allocation. 
He admits there should be 
some other factor than papula-!

Why ca n t a fly grow as large as an 


A NSW ER: All of us would probably panic and run, as 
Charlie is doing, if a house fly suddenly buzzed down in 
front of us — that is, if this fly had been enlarged to the 
size of an elephant. But there is no need to worry. Insects 
will never grow to a huge or even large size. The reason is 
connected with the structure of their bodies. Our hard 
skeleton is on the inside, the soft parts on the outside. As 
we grow, both skeleton and softer parts become larger 
without difficulty. But the insect has its skeleton, in the 
form of hard plates. The skeleton is on the outside, the 
softer parts on the inside. A's it grows, the insect's outer 
skeleton becomes too tight. Then the insect has to moult, 
or throw off this small outer skeleton. Its body must then 
secrete a larger one. During the moult, the insect’s body is 
only held in shape by blood and air. It must grow larger 
before getting the new' shell, but it can only grow a little 
larger. With any real growth spurt, the shape of the 
insect’s body would be lost because the delicate membrane 
covering the body would not stand the strain of such large 
inflation. So, insects are forever restricted to a small size.
